Whether or not this “paralysis” of Catholic Action 
is as lethargic and unspirited as some proclaim, it is 
high time for Catholic collegians of tpday to recognize 
a few pertinent circumstances. Nor are the inhabitants 
of Collegeville exempt. 

It is even minutely possible that frequent speeches 
by Nazi leaders making mandatory the erasing of all 
manner of. churches in the Germany of 1939 — is it 
possible that certain forces in the United States are 
not given ideas along the same tenor ? Because under- 
mining forces to our greatest possession here are some- 
what latent, must we sit smugly by and say that it 
can’t happen to America? , , 

Thinking of that stripe isn’t even reasonable. 
You’re a Catholic, and so are millions more. It’s time 
that you and I start to work for a little closer union 
with these other millions. How and where these wild 
European principles are gnawing at our religion and 
our country will be priceless knowledge only too soon. 

Students of - Catholic colleges in this country can 
do two simple things to mould Catholic Action. To 
glance at any Sunday Visitor, Register, Herald-Citizen, 
is to read the firsthand, uncensored account of religious 
persecution and un justice in Spain and Germany. It 
isn’t a pipe-dream to imagine such stories being writ- 
ten about similar activity in Indiana and Ohio. That 
everyone in St. Joseph’s College will forthwith in- 
vestigate every Catholic newspaper in the library, is 
reasonably doubtful. About this next method. 

By placing Catholic -Action — what it is; 'what it has 
done; why students here should learn to defend them- 
selves upon the subject — into a recognized position in 
every organization on the campus, some semblance of 
consciousness will be aroused. As matters stand at 
present, is there a clearly definitive fountain in College- 
ville that offers students a good argument for Catholic 
Action?

According- to state- police, 
ninety per cent had been 
served with eviction notices 
from plantation owners. Re- 
lief lies in a Court House; of- 
fice in New Madrid, Mo., 
twenty-four miles away. Get- 
ting there through unseason- 
able weather is the problem. 

Summarily, this process of 
eviction is common custom 
among Cotton Belt landlords 
against their tenants who 
may legally claim title to the 
land after a certain period by 
“adverse possession.” Dis- 
possessing the sharecroppers 
breaks the duration of their 
tenancy. 

Meanwhile, more than a 4 
thousand, homeless Missouri 
farm operators stand mutely 
by in makeshift, swampy 
camp settlements on public 
highways. —

Mr. Lunn states that here in 
America we may discern three 
symptoms of ' the final stage be- 
fore revolution or blood shed: the 
tendency of our educational system 
towards Communism, the tinkering 
of society with dangerous ideas, 
and the general attitude that “It 
can’t happen here!”
